The. British’ Note pr ésented to’ 
the Egyptian Government in-con- 
nection with the murder of Sir 
Lee Stack, the Sirdar, in Egypt, 
hag now been ial complied with. 
Briefly, the Note demanded a 
proper apology, an indemnity of 
£500,000, prohibition of pdlitical 
demonstrations, and the immediate, 
withdrawal of all Egyptian officers 
and units from the Sudan. It will, 
be recalled, in connection with: the 
last, demand, ‘that Zaglul Pasha, as 
Premier, protested that compli- | 
ance therewith would “break the' 
status quo and be contrary to the 
Ponstitution by which King Fuad 
is~~Commander-in-Chief —-of--the 
Egyptian Army. By the death of 
the Sirdar, Egypt has lost a friend, 
but his untimely end does not 
appear to have been in any way 
directly due to extremist views 
held by Zaglul Pasha. It is\true 
that ever.since the Declaration. of 
Independence of 1922, Zaglul's 
influence has made of ‘Egypt a 
hot-bed of sedition: On the whole, 
however, Zaglul’s intentions are 
sincere—though misguided—, hia 
preaching has been along peaceful 
lines, ‘ counselling . moderation 
rather than “wiolence. Recent 
events, however, have fully
